Band History 

Razorwire was formed in 1991 by Dixie Mich Chaos (Vocals), Chris "Noodles" Mello 
(Guitar), Dave Pratt (Bass) and Bill Close (guitarist for the Freeze on Drums). The 
band was around until 1996 or so, until Dixie Mich and Noodles moved to Austin, 
Texas. During this time Dave Pratt played bass for Out Cold. In 1998 Dixie and 
Noodles moved back to Boston and started Razorwire back up with Dave and a 
new drummer. In late 1998 Noodles moved back to Texas and the drummer decided 
to quit, so Dave and Mich got Jim Makseyn to play drums and Scotty Montropolis to 
play guitar. A few months later Andre joined as rhythm guitarist. The current lineup is 
Dixie Mich Chaos (Vocals), Scotty Montropolis (Lead Guitar), Andre Stoopid 
(Rhythm Guitar), Dave Pratt (Bass) and Jim Makseyn (drums).

Scott: When I was in Bastard Squad we played 
with Razorwire a number of times, I thought 
they were good. 

Jim: I was a fan of Bastard Squad. Not such a 
fan of Razorwire at the time. 

What was the best show that each of has 
played/Vvent to? 

Dave: The best show I played was either our 1st 
show in Portland Maine or with Out Cold and 
the Freeze on the Cape, the best I went to was 
either Bad Brains/Circle Jerks in NYC or the 
Dead Boys 1st reunion in NYC. 

Scott: The best show I played was probably 
when I was in Suckerpunch and we opened for 
Murphy's Law at Bunrattys in 1988 or so. The 
best show I've ever seen was either the 








Adolescents at TTs in 1987, or the Circle 
Jerks/Slap Shot/Moving Targets at Brandeis 

University in 1987. Also there was a crazy DRI show at the Channel in the late 80's 
where a riot broke out, security got a little too rough and the band started hiting 
them with their instruments etc. 

Andre: The best show I went to was Murphy's Law at the Campus Club in 
Providence in 1990 or 91. There was a barrier 
up in front of the stage and as soon as they 
went on the crowd ripped it apart and passed it 
overhead to the back of the club, it was chaos. 

Jim: The best show I played was when I was in 
All Systems Stop, it was a ST Pattys Day show 
at the Rat with, Dropkick Murphys, Amazing 
Royal Crowns and the Trouble. Best show I've 
seen was 1990 at the Channel, Rollins Band 
and Naked Raygun. 

How has Boston changed since you started 
going to shows/playing? 

Dave: There was slamming, no such thing as 
the pathetic moshing shit(l'm old). The good 
clubs are all gone there were 4 or 5 clubs that 
had all ages 

shows and now there are none. Good job guys. 

Scott: It's more seperated now with all these 
different scenes, Streetpunk, Hardcore,Straight 
Edge whatever...You used to see the same people at all these types of shows. 
Andre: It hasn't really changed that much, it runs in cycles. The scene will be great 
for a couple of years, then it'll be really lame for a couple and then it'll get good 
again. 

Jim: There's more of a punk scene now, when I started going to shows it was all 
Hardcore. There’s also more women at shows now, and the kids have gotten 
younger. 

What is the best and worst thing about Boston? 

Dave: Best thing, It's not Kosovo. Worst thing, the scene. 

Scott: Best thing, Grasshopper restaraunt in Allston. Worst thing, winter. 

Andre: Best thing, when the scene is thriving. Worst thing, when it's not. 

Jim: Best thing, it's easy to get away from. Worst thing, the city's too small. 

What are your feelings about Choke and Slapshot? What was it like to play 
with them? 

Dave: I have opinions and info that aren't appropriate to put here. 








Scott: I like the old Slap Shot stuff, the first few records. It's pretty simplistic sound¬ 
ing but I like it. AS for Choke, I don't really know the man so I really dont have an 

opinion one way or another. 

Andre: I dont really listen to them and I dont know them. 

Jim: I thought Slap Shot was good until Sudden Death Overtime. 

If you could play with any one band/performer, who would it be? 

Dave: Wayne Kramer 

Scott: Elvis Presley around 1956. 

Andre: Not really a performer but I would like to record with Rick Rubin. 

Jim: Black Flag with Ron Reyes. 

What are your favorite beer/drinks? 

Dave. Moxie or Jolt 

Scott: Favorite beer, Budweiser or Killians Red. Favorite Soda, Pepsi.

I decided to interview a skinhead in jail because I think it 
is important to know what people are going through (especial¬ 
ly skinheads) in jail. This was my most interesting inter¬ 
view. Rock and roll. 

Who are you? (Name, Age, Where you are from)? 

Keith Crovello, I'm 28 and I'm from New Bedford, MA. I moved 
with my family to S.F. CA from when I was 8-15 years old and 
then back to the East Coast in New Bedford. 

What are you in jail for? what was your sentence? When are 
you gonna get out? 

One of the many Assualt and Battery charges and a probation 
violation. My sentence is 2 years. I'll be out in March 20001 
but with parole I'll be out September 8th. 

What else have you been arrested for? Have you been to jail 
before? If so, for what and for how long? 

When I was 18, Driving without a License and a couple of 
years before that a few times for smashing two different peo¬ 
ple when I was 16. The first time I was in jail was in '94 
for 7 1/2 months. And then in Jan '98 for 10 days and now 
'99-2001. 

How long have you been a skinhead? 

From 15 1/2 till now, about 13 1/2 years. 14 this June or 
something. 

Why did you become a skinhead? 

Well, being a punk fan ever since the Ramones Rock n' Roll 
High School came out when I was a kid, and when Ska was all 
over MTV when it started. In high school when I went skin it 
was the next step, kind of a special forces of the under¬ 
ground scene. Hah, Fuck MTVI 







What is it like being a skinhead in jail? 

It's nothing, most of the people know me from around New 
Bedford, so talking to anyone is no problem. Some guys might 
say something about my skinhead tattoo on my right forearm, 
it's mostly questions or dumb remarks like "Skinhead, huh? I 
hate niggers tool" But when I just look at them with a smile 
and say "You really don't know who your talking to do you?" 
and with that blank look I get from them as I get up and sit 
with a bunch of men of color. Right then and there is when 
people get all fucked up, it's funny to see because I don't 
care who or what you are. If your cool with me, I'm cool with 
you, unless all you do is talk about how great heroin is. 
That's when I have no conversation for anyone. What people 
don't understand is that not every skin is a nazi. But thanks 
to the great and all powerful TV all skinheads are racist. 
Fuck them and fuck you if that's what you think! Oil Any skin 
is my brother, just don't bring your issues or your beliefs 
into the conversation and we'll be ok. 

Is there a lot of violence in jail? Have you found yourself 
getting into more trouble in jail? 

Jail here is a lot more calm then when I was here in '94. It 
seems like everyone is more afraid to fight so all they do is 
talk a lot of shit. And it's a bunch of younger kids from 17 
to their early 20's. Not that I'm some old guy, or at least I 
don't think so. This time around I've seen 8 fights, one of 
which was me. (Oops, sorry Mom, didn't mean to knock him 
out!) 

Do you get bothered for being a skinhead? 

No, not at all really, everyone fears a skin, right! Just 
kiddin. 

Before jail how were you involved in the skinhead scene? 

(your bands, etc.) 

From hanging around Providence, RI with the Hell Bound Skins 
once in a while and being known from the two bands I play 
for, which are Intent To Injure (ITI) and Shitfit U.S. Also 
from going to all the shows since I've been back on the East 
Coast and stuff like that. 

Who are your favorite bands? 

It's hard to say, Negative Approach, Blitz., SSD, the 
Pietasters, the FU's, Jerry's Kids, Subhumans, Skrewdriver, 





and all sorts like that. Oh, Iron Maiden and old Motorhead 
also. 

What helps you get through your sentence? 

Going to bible study. Yeah, that's righti Working out 1 or 2 
times a day and listening to a college radio show called 
"Cadence From The Streets". It's the best punk, Oil, hardcore 
show in New England. The DJ is a real cool dude, he didn't 
even know me and he started writing me ever since I wrote to 
him to play some requests for me. See, skins DO stick togeth¬ 
er! Oi Oi Oi! Oh, and my Star Wars books. 

What/who do you miss the most being in jail? 

My Playstation, BEER, pizza, girls, oh yeah the girls! 
Shows, paintball, and my grandmother, she's cool. And my 
younger sister, she's my Playstation nemesis. The family, 
because they never turn their back on you. 

What is the first thing that you plan on doing when you get 
out? 

My friend Danny is a skin and he's here. He's out 60-some- 
thing days before me. He's going to pick me up at the gate 
with my boots and flight jacket, then I'm going to eat a big 
bloody steak with baked lobster, stuffed shrimp, and BEER. 

And if there is a show. I'll be there that night. And more 
inkl 

Any last words you wanna say, and thoughts, anything you feel 
like saying? 

Well, to start, I hope no one has to do time in jail unless 
that person I a rapist, child molesting, old lady robbing, 
junky motherfucker. That type of scum should have the boots 
taken to em! And at shows, if people don't know the band and 
they're in the back of the club, where is the support of the 
local scene?!? Don't people know it's not a popularity con¬ 
test, it's a "unity" ideal. So show them your support! And if 
anyone wants to write, it don't matter who you are, the 
address is;

Brian Deneke 


I was in Amarillo by random chance a little under 
two years ago. This was a huge deal then when I was 
there. Every kid that I met had been so deeply 
affected by the whole situation. I guess I kind of 
feel like an asshole for not trying to raise aware¬ 
ness about what happened, I kind of thought everyone 
knew about it. It would seem thought that very few 
people knew until recently, as I have seen it publi¬ 
cized in all the "punk publications" only recently. 
You should be interested and you should try to help. 


The purpose of the Brian Deneke Memorial Committee 
is as follows: 

Brian Deneke was murdered on December 12, 1997. He 
was 19 years old. 

Brian did not die because he deserved to. Brian did 
not die because he asked to. Brian died because he 
was different. He was a nonconformist. He was an 
Individualist. He was a free spirit. Brian was also 
a thoughtful and caring young man, a good son, a 
good friend. His life was full of promise. His mur¬ 
der deprived this community of someone who had 
already begun to make a difference to it and no 
doubt would have made an even greater difference in 
the future. Brian Deneke is gone. His death has left 
a divided city, a shocked city, a hurt city in its 
wake. It has also left us a memory of who Brian was 
and what he stood for. That memory can serve either 
a negative purpose or a positive one. 

We want to let our memory of Brian and what he stood 
for serve a positive purpose. To that end, we have 
organized the Brian Deneke Memorial Committee. We 
believe that his memory, and this committee, can 
serve the following goals: 

* To encourage tolerance, dialog, and civilized 
respect for different lifestyles and perspectives in 







this community; 

* To see that justice is done through the legal 
system; 

* To discourage violence and prevent acts of 
retaliation; 

* To actually support the victims of this crime. 

The Committee is meeting constantly in order to find 
better ways to encourage tolerance, dialogue, and 
civilized respect for different lifestyles and per¬ 
spectives . Some of the ideas we are working on 
include: an actual memorial park in memory of Brian 
Deneke, a scholarship fund, a homeless shelter and 
many more.

Interview w/ GEORGE TABB (Singer of Curious George and Writer 
for MaximumRocknRoll and The New York Press) 

A brief history of your involvement in the punk music scene 

Actually, I started in a band called Roach Motel years ago. 

It was my first band and I played guitar and stuff and wrote 
songs. We toured with the likes of Black Flag, Dead 
Kennedy's, Ramones, etc. It was lots of fun. I later joined 
False Prophets, Letch Patrol, and started Iron Prostate and 
Furious George. I've been doing this for years, and hope to 
do it for many morel Punk rock! 

How long have you been involved with MRR? What are people's 
reactions to your more story-orientated column? 

Actually, I was in Roach Motel when MRR first started. We 

started writing letters to Tim Yohannan and he loved us. I 

later was a scene reporter, than columnist 1 Tim was a great 
man, and the zine is the first and best of its kind. As far 
as feedback for the column...I think people do enjoy the sto¬ 
ries. And if they don't, joke 'em if they can't take a fuck I 
My favorite thing about MRR is that it is still up and run¬ 
ning l 

What do you think should be the role of politics in punk 
music? 

Too big a question. However, when bands like U2 and Rage 
Against The Machine are doing the political thing, it's hard 
for bands to compete. I think politics are VERY IMPORTANT, 
however, they can become boring if they are done too much. 

Who are your favorite bands? 

I love The Dead Boys, Ramones, Zeke, Dwarves, Blanks 77, 
Slayer, Meatmen, Boris The Sprinker, Riverdales...geez, too 
many bands to plug here...I also love my Sony PlayStation1 

What was the most controversial show you ever played? 

We played Gilman and started a riot. They threw dead fish 
and animal guts at us. It was the worst/bestI 

Have you written for any other publications or thought about 
writing books? 

I'm working on a book idea now.... but am having trouble 
finding a publisher. Urn, I do write for other pubs like New 
York Press, Guitar World (used too), etc. New York Press is 
the best one, though. They rule! 

7. Do you have any huge plans this summer? Touring? Writing? 
Going somewhere? Just hanging out? 

This summer I'd like to, urn, have funlil 
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AndyFersch (AF)s How you doin? 

Tom Hogan (TH): Me personally? Pretty well. Schools almost 
over. I can't wait to get the hell outta school for the 
summer. 

AF: I hear that. The band got any big plans over the sum¬ 
mer as far as shows go? 

TH: Hmm...that's hard to say. We have some tentative shows 
in Florida and at that Oi! fest in KC Memorial Day week¬ 
end. Chances are we'll play out a lot this summer. At 
least, i want to. Our bassist is traveling though so we 
need to find a fill-in. 

AF: So, what is the lineup of the band? And how long have 
you been together? 

TH: Urn... Adam, the 
bassist, Jim, the 
singer, and myself 
have been together 
for quite some time 
fucking around in 
poor excuses for 
bands. One day, we 
kicked this other 
nerd out that was 
playing guitar and 
got Brian. We record¬ 
ed a shite demo which 
Wayne heard. He had just left HATEBREED, who he had been 
playing guitar with for a few years before, and liked our 
shit so he joined up. He's the one that plays those metal 









leads we love so dearly. 

AF: Gotta love metal. So, 
what have you released so 
far and on what labels? 

TH: Hmm... well, our demo, 
recorded after Wayne joined 
up, was self released on 
Underpants Records from 
Algeria (hahaha). Urn... then Vulture Rock called us up and 
wanted to put out a 7" and LP, so that we did. So, we have 
a 7" and LP out now on Vulture Rock, a WARZONE cover on 
some Warzone Tribute Comp, on Hatecore 
Records, and the CD version of our LP, 
"Domination", is coming out on Pure Impact 
from Belgium. I think that's it. Oh yeah, 
we have a few new songs coming out on the 
next Super Yobs comp, on VR as well. Keep 
an eye out for that in the future. I think 
Jim has been talking to Squggtone too, who 
knows. 

AF: Pretty impressive, Vulture Rock is 
where it's at. Are you a big Warzone fan? 
TH: Yeah, they do a good job when it comes to records. 
Yeah, WARZONE is great. I was lucky enough to catch them a 
few times before Raybeez died. 

AF: That was very unfortunate. Do you think that there is 
too much violence in the scene these days? 

TH: Yeah, it was certainly unexpected. 

Um, yeah. I guess it depends on where 
you 

are and such. My boy told me that he 
went to a BANE show in Philly a couple 
of weeks ago and there were these fake 
hoods starting shit with everybody and 
basically ruining a great show. I hate 
that shit. Some people are scumbags. We 
had a few of those at a show not too 
long ago. They ruined the show for us 
and a lot of dancers too. They were 
hitting girls and shit too, it was 
nuts. 

AF: Ya. People definately need to calm 
down at shows sometimes these days. 

TH: Yeah 

AF: So, who has been your favorite 
band to play with? 

TH: Um... this may sound lame, but 
DROPKICK MURPHYS have always been the 








best to play with. Even when they were unknown and we 
would play with them in CT. in front of 7 kids, they would 
always be cool to us. They hook us up, they are awesome 
guys. FORCED REALITY are also awesome guys. They put on a 
fuckin' awesome live show so it's great to play with them 
too. 

AF: Nothin lame about liking a good band. Just because 
they got some fame doesnt mean much. If you could play 
with any band who would it be? 

TH: Me? Well... I dunno really. I mean, if it was an Oil 
type of show, probably MENACE or CB 84. I like a ton of 
very different bands so, it would be different given cer¬ 
tain circumstances. Jim would probably say SHEER TERROR. 
Brian would probably say some COS band, haha ADam would 
probably say JAWBREAKER, haha Wayne is a closet metal 
head. He'd probably say Morbid Angel or something. I also 
would have loved to play with 
GN'R. Like that would have hap¬ 
pened hehe 

AF: You never know, you guys 
could put out a shitty techno 
album and maybe Axl would decide 
to play with ya. 

TH: Very true. I was thinking 
that myself. 

AF: So what do you think about 
the older Oil bands reforming for 
shows (like the 4-Skins and 
Cockney Rejects)? 

TH: Well, it's all cool but it's 
obvious it more purly monetary 
reasons. The Varukers play here a 
lot...I think Vice Squad is com¬ 
ing through soon. I haven't been 
drivin to see that many. I saw 
The Gonads when they came through 
like 5 years ago, that was it. I dunno, it's cool but 
shitty at the same time, if you understand what I'm say¬ 
ing. I shit myself when 7 Seconds did a reunion show 
though. They were awesome. 

AF: I agree. Seems like they might be getting a little too 
old for the whole thing. 

TH: Yeah, definetlily 

AF: Are you or any other members of the band skinheads? 

TH: Brian, Wayne, and Jim are skinheads, I think. Adam and 
myself aren't. 

AF: I've seen you before in CT and I dont think I saw any¬ 
one in the crowd who wasn't a skin, was it your aim to 







play music that specifically 
appealed to skins? 

THs Well, at the time when YO 
formed, Adam and Jim were both 
really into Oil I gradually got 
into some of it, so we just start¬ 
ed playing that stuff. Jim will 
tell you that he was a helleva lot 
more immature and younger when he 
wrote songs like "United Skins" 
and whatever. It seems like most 
of the guys, with the exception of 
Wayne, have somewhat grown away 
from the generic skinhead 
lifestyle, but we still embrace 
the music. Oil is just great rock 
n roll. When we started to get 
into hardcore, we started adding 
more elements of hardcore to our 
songs, it's just really what we're 
into as we write the songs. I'm 
not sure if that answered that 
question at all, but there you go. 
AF: Good enough, so you think that 
hardcore does have a place in Oil? With bands like 
Agnostic Front and newer groups like Last in Line from 
Western, MA? 

THs Oh yeah, i do think that. When you stick to one spe¬ 
cific style of music, you get boring. I heard that a lot 
of skinheeads who got our record think it sucks 'cause 
it's "too hardcore for Oil". I think that's bullshit, 
really. Oil and hardcore are essentially the same thing. I 
think someone said that hardocre was just America's ver¬ 
sion of Oil and I tend to believe them. Bands like Last In 
Line and The Strikers are phenominal and deserve recogni¬ 
tion . 

AF: Ya, it seems to be only more 
recently that hardcore became a 
seperate entity with baggy pants and 
tough guys instead of tight pants 
and tough guys. 

TH: Yeah, hardcore was just a name 
for a form of punk, now it's just 
disguised metal. 

AF: Hah. So , where in the US have 
you toured, and where do you hope 
to tour in the future? 

TH: Haha tour? Us? It hasn't hap- 















pened my friend. We've played all 
over New England, but never much past 
NYC. I want to tour everywhere in the 
US if time/money permits. We plan to 
ride Forced Reality's coatails every¬ 
where they go. They can get us on a 
good deal of show with them, and 
that's the way to go. 

AF: So, what is your favorite drink? 

TH: Haha, I'm the wrong person to ask 
in YO 'cause I do not drink alcohol. 

I drink Mountain Dew. 

AFs You sXe or just dont drink? 

THs I'm drug free. I got into sXe 
hardcore a while back so I don't do 
drugs anymore. Note: I am the only 
member of YO who is anything close to 
drug free. The rest drink like dogs 
and smoke like chimneys. 

AF: Then Do The Dewi 
TH: Yes, I plan to until my nuts shrink up or whatever is 
supposed to happen. 

AF: Hey, someone's got to, but its pretty respectable to find 
someone who doesn't drink in the scene. 

TH: Thank You 1 

AF: So, anyone in the band tattoo fanatics? 

TH: Everyone in YO has at least one tattoo except myself. I 
always say I'm going to get one, but I never do it, usually 
becuase on money. Jim, Adam, and Brian are big time tattoo 

guys. They have sleeves done and 
such. 

: Whats your vice? Everyones 

got one. 

TH: My vice? I'm really not 

sure. I guess that would have to 
be getting new music. I get WAY 
too much new shit. I really 
don't end up listening to all of 
it i 

AF: Could be worse!

Why do you think that punk managed to be popular in England 
in the late 70 's and 80's and so repulsive to American crit¬ 
ics? 

Because the only alternative was disco and heavy metal. The 
excitement generated by the Sex Pistols, Clash, Damned and 
loads of others was hard to ignore in a small country that 
was deep in recession. The time was right. The US was too big 
as a whole for word to get round, but NY with my favourite 
band The Ramones was happening as was CA with The Dils and 






others. 


What is it like to play shows now, 20 years after you formed 
and made impact on the punk music scene? 

We have great fun. Some things have changed obviously but the 
music has never been bettered and we are happy to keep it 
going. 

If you could play with any band that you've never played 
with, who would it be? 

That's easy The Ramones, they changed my life. I love that 
band. Next it would be The Clash. 

Does politics belong in punk music these days? 

To a certain extent as life is political and punk is a way of 
life. There is no place for extreme views either left or 
right 

Has settling down changed your views on your music? 

No. I can still relate to what I wrote 20 years ago and still 
enjoy writing punk lyrics and music. 

What do you think is in the future for punk and Oil? Do you 
think that there is a strong future in both Europe and 
America? 

I think it has survived some bad times and come through with 
good new bands each time, as well as keeping the best of the 
old ones

Like I said before we want to get over to the States again, 
maybe west coast this time. We are planning a tour with 
Slaughter & The Dogs in Europe and the HITS festivals as well 
as the occasional UK gig.

V/A A Volto Ao Mundo Em Oi! Tenta Minutos (Rotten Records) 

To those of you who share the same love for foreign Oi! as I do, this is your compi¬ 
lation. The 22 song CD on Rotten Records out of Brazil features bands like Becks 
Pistols (Germany), Klasse Kriminale (Italy), Patriotas (Brazil), Ruin Rois (Spain), 
Skint (Ireland), Vanilla Muffins (Switzerland), and America's own Anti-Heros plus 14 
others. This CD is a perfect introduction to the best of what all these countries and 
more have to offer for Oi! Even if it only had Zakarrak's (Spain) song "Skinhead" it 
would still be worth buying.

Die" (GMM Records) 

This is, in my estimation, the best Oi! album of 1999. I thought that they were the 
best Oi! band after only hearing their split 7" with Terminus City, but this definitely 
proved I was right. Every single song, from "Johnny Bomb" to "The Prize" is perfect¬ 
ly written. Each song has it's share of sing-along parts and all are very talented. 
Great remake of Cock Sparrers "England Belongs To Me" (KC Belongs To Me), and 
a beautiful beginning on "Clockwork Tim", which wasn't on the 7". Not to mention 
that the "Pirate Song" is fucking funny. You need this.

The Gonads "Oil...Back and Barking" (Captain Oil Records) 

The Gonads are back again and still sound the same. They also still have the same 
sense of humor. I like The Gonads, but they are definitely not my favorite Oi! band. 
The only two really note worthy songs on this CD are "Alconaut" and "It's A Yeti". 
Both of these show the same humor and talent which got the Gonads popular, but 
most of the other songs either have humor I don't really understand, or just don't 
sound spectacular. Of course, if you're a Gonads fan, than this is for you, but if you 
don't know them (God forbid) then pick up an older release to get a better idea 
about them. There is a bonus though on the inside of the CD, never seen a pair that 
nice before.

V/A "Walzwerk Records- The First Ten Years" (Walzwerk Records) 

This is another perfect example of a compilation that everyone who loves Oi! or 
streetpunk should own. Out of the 25 songs on the CD, there are only a small hand¬ 
ful that aren't outstanding. Although I don't like the sound of "Finger in den Arsch" 
for a title, the song by Zuendstoff is really very good. The Elite contribute "What 
Gives You The Right", which is a good example of typical British Oi! Also this is a 
real good investment if you have been thinking about getting foreign Oi! because 
there are full releases which go with every one of the song's on the compilation. The 
highlight of the CD is the Walz-brothers band, Boots and Braces, playing "Vorsicht 
vor der SOKO".
